MYSTERIOUS CRIME? 


Grewsome Find Under Noto- 
rious “Yellow Dog” Sa- 
loon, East St, Louis. 


East St. Louis is on the qui vive over 
the discovery of a hole in the ground 
plugged with timbers, under the Yellow 
Dog saloon building on the Brooklyn 
road near the Black Bridge. 

The discovery at the same time'of a 
blood-stained bludgeon and five hats, 
and other clothing, strengthened 
belief that when the hole is opened 
there will b brought to light startling 
things. 

The bullding is now on Wiggins Ferry 
property,.and as the company wants the 
ground, A. F. Scott, a contractor, began 
the work of moving it. 


The timbers had been wedged into the 
hole in an ingenious way to give the 
impression. if they were not closely ex- 
amined, that they supported the floor. 


Scene of Many Crimes. 
The Yellow Dog saloon was formerly 
at the junction of the Brooklyn and 
Plank: roads, just inside the city limits 
of East St. Louis. 

Three years ago it was moved across 
the line into Stites township and be- 
came one of the unlicensed saloons 
which were permitted to thrive on the 
borders of St. Clair County cities be- 
cause of the revenue they produced for 
the State's Attorney's office. 

When Sheriff!’ Thompson came _ into 
office he closed the Yellow Dog saloon 
and the building since that has been 
occupied by a negro family as a dwell- 


ing. 

It is a straggling, one-story building 
painted a sickiy yellow. It is a short 
distance beyond the Biack Bridge. 
which spans Cahokia creek near — 
stock yards. It is to the ——— 
the Yellow Dog and the many me 
that have occurred there that 
bridge owes its forbidding name. 

The most recent known crimes com- 
mitted near the Yellow Dog were the 
killings of Henry Nelson and a negro 
named ‘“‘Rabbit" by Louis on 
Labor Day a year ago. 

From the porch of the Yellow Dog 
Kane shot’the men in cold blood and 
hid. their bodies in the weeds. He can- 
fesecd and was sent to the Penitentiary 
for life. 

Not so recently James Obey, who left

He knows the time because there was 
nobody to wait on him and he saw the 
clock on the wall. 

When Murray arrived there was no- 
body in the waiting room excepting a 
negro. At 2:20 o'clock a physician, 
whose name he did not know, entered 
the room, and Murray told him =he 
needed attention. 

“I will be back in a minute, 
as 1 finish this game of quoits,’’ 
doctor said, according to Murray. 

At 2:55 the physician returned; He 
did not even wash the wrist to examine 
it, Murray says, but simply bound a 
piece of gauze cloth around it and sent 
him on his way, instructing him to re- 
turn at 2:45 o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Believing that the condition of his 
wrist warranted more careful attention 
he weut to Dr. Hallam in the Mermod- 
Jaccard Building, and he discovered 
that one bone was broken and that it 
seemed to be split. ‘Murray did not re- 
turn to. the City Dispensary Monday 
and Dr. Hallam is now treating him. 

Dr. Scherck, Chief Dispensary Physi- 
clan. makes this statement concerning 
Murray 8 case: 

“Dr. Freudenstein was in charge of 
the Dispensary from 7 o'clock Sunday 
morning until 3 o'clock that afternoon. 
At that hour he was succeeded by Dr. 
Ernst. 

"Dr. Freudenstein assures me that no 
man* with @ sprained or broken wrjst 
applied to him during any part of that 
time for treatment.

I met him by appointment Tuesday 
morning, having brought along my 
best shaped and largest hammer—an im- 
which every artist keeps in 
stock.

Modesty seems to be one of his 
strong points. Kajiwara, a local pho- 
tozgrapher, for whom Dato works as a 
retoucher, told me that he picked the 
young man up in Japan two or three 
years azo, where he was studying un- 
der Kumac Kajiwara, his brother, a 
purtrait painter of the “land of Nip- 
pon."’ 1 had been told that he expect- 
ed at some future time to return to the 
chrysanthemum isles and live happily 
thereafter and incidentally rake in a 
large bundle of Japanese yen, but’ he 
very soon stuck a pin in that balloon 
by telling me that he had no such in- 
tention. 


Americans Much Spenders. 

l asked him why, and ater WwW min- 
utes’ juggling with the lingo of the 
Mikado land he made me understand 
that “Americans have much money and 
are much spenders,’ and my dream of 
the Yankee art turning the little Ori- 
entals upside down went a-glimmering. 

“Oh,” 1 said, “then it's the ‘long 
green,’ eh?’’ 

Say, you should have seen that snow- 
white set of teeth and those almond 
eyes, like two horizontal pencil lines, 
looking for all the world like faces I 
tried to draw as a boy. 

But'that wonderful: grin dis misleading, 
as he is the very essence of intensity 
of purpose, and has been working night 
and day, and, according to the superin- 
tendent of the school has shown the 
greatest improvement of any pupil! this 
year; for which he was awarded a spe- 
cial medal, besides two more bronze 
madels, a Wayman Crow medal and an 
honorable mention.

We 
don’t have butterflies and birds stand- 
ing on lily ponds and snow pictures 
when it's hot, but everything has a 
meaning, and we change our pictures ac- 
cording to the time, like weddings and 
national celebrations. Yes, the chrysan- 
themum is a great favorite with our 
artists and lends itself to art so readily.” 

Mr. Dato wears the real artist’s flow- 
ing necktie and saves money on his 
hair cuts. 

As the writer approaches the 200- 
pound mark and is nearing baldness and 
wore a bow tie, it took Mr. Jap a litrl: 
while to warm up, as he couldn't realize 
that he was talking to a man with the 
kindred art feeling. However, we be- ' 
came better acquainted towards the end ! 
of the interview, and I know that many 
of the American knights of the pencil 
will wish him success whether he lingers 
here for fame and the “long green”’ or 
goes back home to the land of flowers 
and pretty Geisha girls.

Then he told of the mock marriage 
performed by McQueen, a Park avenue 
Givision motorman, April 10 in a room at 
614 Russell avenue. Miss Kubik said 
she thought the ceremony was genuine, 
and McQueen was arrested, together 
with Ben Bridges, another motorman, 
who held a lamp while the bogus min- 
ister read what purported to be a mar- 
riage ceremony irom a street guide. 

On the stand, Miss Kubik testified 
that Jobe told her he was studying for 
the ministry.

Weber was operated upon at the Mul- 
lanphy Hospital seven -‘nonths ago, 
when he was dying for lack of nourish- 
ment, his disease having brought on an 
wicerated condition of the colon. | 

This organ is commonly known as the 
large intestine, and at the point where 
it joins the small intestine which di- 
gests the food, is found the appendix. 
All the waste materials of the food 
eventually reach the colon and have to 
pass through its entire length. , | 

In cases of aggravated ulceration of 
this organ, the introduction of food to 
the body becomes extremely dangerous, 
and as all liquids are absorbed before 
reaching it, there seemed no way in 
which proper remedies might be intro- 
duced. 

Frequent irrigation of the diseased 
surface was necessary and the physi-
